Scriptural and Unscriptural

Moody Memorial 


My theme has to do with our 
responsibilities as the people of 
God in this world where we are 
ealled upon to let our light so 
shine that men seeing our good 
works may glorify our Father 
which is in Heaven. I am going 
to take two texts. The first is 
II Corinthians 6:17, “Wherefore 
come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing, 
and I will receive you.” The other 
is Jude, verses 17 to 19, “But, be- 
loved, remember ye the words 
which were spoken before of the 
apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ; 
how that they told you there 
should be mockers in the last 
time, who should walk after their 
own ungodly lusts. These be they 
who separate themselves, sensual, 
having not the Spirit.” 


Two Kinds of Separation 

Here we have clearly two very 
distinct kinds of separation indi- 
cated. In the first, Scripture be- 
lievers are definitely commanded 
to be separate from some one and 


from something. But in the other 


Scripture we find there is a car- 
nal separation which.will be one 
of the characteristic marks of 
those who turn away from the 
truth of God, and so we shall con- 
sider the difference between a 
scriptural and an_ unscriptural 
separation. 

I should like you to look at the 
entire chapter of II Corinthians 6, 
and especially at verse 14, “Be 
ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers, for what fellow- 
ship hath righteousness with un- 
righteousness? and what commun- 
ion hath light with darkness?” I 
have no doubt that the mind of 
the apostle was carried back by 
the Spirit of God to the words in 
Deuteronomy where, among the 
instructions given to Israel, we 
find this, “Thou shalt not plow 
with an ox and an ass yoked to- 
gether” (Deut. 22:10). The ass 
was an unclean beast and the ox 
was a clean one and its flesh could 
be eaten and offered in sacrifice. 
The Apostle Paul tells us that the 
ox typifies the servant of Christ. 
We read in I Corinthians 9:9, 
“Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth 
of the ox that treadeth out the 
corn” (this refers to the old-fash- 
ioned way of threshing by oxen). 
The apostle asks, “Doth God take 
care of oxen? Or saith he it alto- 
gether for our sakes?” What it 
means is not that you are to be 
concerned only about ¢he oxen but 
that if a brother is spending his 
time ministering to the spiritual 
needs of people, you are to see 
that he has enough to live on. He 
cannot be expected to give all he 
has to~-working for other people 
and have nothing for his family. 


The ox, therefore, typifies the 
servant of Christ—‘“Thou shalt not 
plow with an ox and an ass to- 
gether’—you are not to yoke up 
the clean and unclean in service. 
You can see thisydone today in the 
orient, an ass on one side and an 
ox on the other. But it is a most 
unequal arfangement for the one 
wants to pull ahead and the other 
wants to pull back, and the plow- 
man has a hard time cutting a 
straight furrow. The apostle takes 
that up and applies it to us, “Be 
ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers,’ and so we see 
in that a call to separation, for 
the unequal yoke in service is con- 
trary to the mind of God.

Evolution

Here a man of God, with superb irony and spiritual wisdom, 
shows the folly of the mind which does not want God and is 
left in blindness to try to explain God’s universe without God. 


Four hundred and sixteen mil- 
lion years ago yesterday, a tiny 
grain of sand was washed ashore 
on the banks of the Pacific Ocean. 
This little grain of sand was just 
like all other grains of sand, and 
if it had not been for its marvelous 
future, we would have never 
learned of its existence. 

It lay quietly basking in the 
sunshine for some _ twenty-one 
thousand years when a most won- 
derful thing took place. Suddenly, 
without a moment’s warning of its 
purpose, it exploded, and lo, there 
were two grains of sand. Eighteen 
thousand more years rolled by 
and both of these grains of sand 
blew up, and there were now four 
grains of sand. The process was 
repeated at various intervals of 
time until some forty-two million 
years had passed, at which time 
there were enough little bits of 
sand to make a good-sized brick. 


Another Explosion 


So far the process had been 
much the same, but now a new 
thing took place. The sun was 
shining brightly; a gentle breeze 
was blowing over land and sea; 
the waves were rolling lazily up 
against the rocks and returning 
in little ripples to their place in 
the great deep. Suddenly all of our 
grains of sand exploded in a most 
unbelievable manner. When one of 
them blew up, there were two 
wee bits of rubber; another popped 
open and there were two tiny 
bits of glass; others turned into 
steel, fabric and paint. If these 


little particles of substance would

only explode after their own kind, 
it would merely be a question of 
time until great things could be 
accomplished. This indeed was the 
very thing that happened, and now 
there are tons of rubber, glass 
and steel to make our story pos-

Acts 2:41. “And the same day 
there were added unto them about 
three thousand souls.’’ 

It is hard to say what is most 
interesting about this day. For ex- 
ample, notice the word about the 
day itself. “And when the day of 


Pentecost was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one 
place.” Now, this was very un- 


usual! You can seldom get Bap- 
tists to be like that very often— 
“with one accord in one place.” 

Then notice verse 4: “And they 
were ail filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” This is also tre- 
mendous. 

Again, you find the Apostle Pet- 
er’s sermon beginning with verse 
14 and going through verse 36— 
a marvelous message telling of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and His 
power to save. That also is great.

Then, of course, we have his 
command to the inquirers in verse 
38: “Then Peter said unto them, 
Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost.” 

But surely one of the most in- 
teresting verses in Acts 2 is verse 
41. Look at it again: “Then they 
that gladly received his word were 
baptized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about three 
thousand souls.” 


Think, if you will, of the 
preacher, the Apostle Peter. Just 
a few days before—just a few 
hours before, here was one far 
off on the sidelines. He was curs- 
ing and saying, “I never knew

But his word 
was in mine heart as a burning 
fire shut wp in my bones, and I 
was weary with forbearing, and I 
could not stay.” 

Jeremiah had to preach the 
thing that God had_put in his 
heart, and he could not quit the 
ministry. He had a fire in his 
bones. 


Holy Spirit Power Illustrated 
By Fire 

Now in the Bible we know that 
the power of the Holy Spirit of 
God for soul winning is mentioned 
again and again with the symbol 
of fire. In Isaiah, chapter 6, when 
Isaiah heard the call of God, he

said, “And the posts of the door 
moved at the voice of him that 
cried, and the house was filled 
with smoke. And the angels and 
the seraphim cried out, Holy, holy, 
holy, is the Lord of hosts.” He 
said, “O God, I am not fit to speak 
for you. 1 am a man with un- 
clean lips and I dwell in the midst 
of a people of unclean lips.” Then 
God sent an angel with tongs and 
took a coal of fire off the altar 
and touched the prophet’s lips and 
said, “Lo, this hath touched thy 
lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged.” Then 
Isaiah heard the call of God again 
and He said, “Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us?” And 
Isaiah said, “Lord, Here am I, 
send me.” The fire pictured the 
power of God to cleanse and to 
anoint for soul winning. 

The same thing is said about 
John the Baptist. He was a burn- 
ing and a shining light. And the 
burning and the shining ‘are sym- 
bols of the power of God upon 
John the Baptist.

days here, my secretary went back 
to Wheaton to heavy responsibili- 
ties there. 

A number of churches and pas- 


tors are co-operating in the tent 
campaign here, but it is only fai: 
Oo say that they are small and 
widely scattered. The chairman o! 
the campaign, Rev. William Whi- 
taker, is pastor at Clio, some) 
cighteen miles away. Another ac 

live co-operating pastor is Broth 

Richard Cagle, of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Seymour, at least 
tweive or fifteen miles aw iy. The 
only church in Corydon actively 


co-operating is the Bible Church 


with Rev. Davis Brown, pastor. 
These three pastors have borne 
most of the burden, but several 
other pastors have come when 
they could. 


Last night, Monday night, was 
Sunday School night and there 
were more than four hundred 
present in the tent. Five Sunday 
Schools had more than half of 
their enrollment present and re- 
ceived a $15 set of books for their 
Sunday School library as a prem- 
jum, and their attendance, each 
totaling over half of the enroll- 


ment, was from some twenty-nine 
up to about ninety-five present. 
That shows enthusiasm, but a 


relatively small base on which to 
have a big tent meeting. 


(Later: Tuesday night there 
were ten professions, a blessed 


service. ) 

There has been no great break- 
ing out of revival, though some 
have been saved all along, some 
in personal work in the homes, 
and since I began to give an invi- 
tation Saturday night, some have 
Claimed Christ in every service, 
Saturday night, Sunday afternoon, 
Sunday night, and Monday night. 
We have four nights to go and we 
trust many will be saved in these 
four nights. 

These independent, fundamental 
churches need the emphasis and 
inspiration and strengthening 
which such a campaign gives and 
the impact will reach all over 
Southern Iowa, I have no doubt. 
Last night at least two preachers 
were present from a hundred 
miles away or more; one from 
Arizona who, after his revival, 
went out of his way to spend two 
days in the meeting here. We have 
had preachers from Trenton, Mis- 
souri; Des Moines, Iowa, and oth- 
er towns far and near. One pastor 
has won an old gray-headed man 
and his wife in the home. I had 


the joy of leading to Christ a 
man forty-nine years old in a fill- 
ing station. Several have been 
saved after services at night. An- 
other pastor won a man in Sey- 
mour. A good many people who 
are nominally church members in 
formal and modernistic churches 
are finding that they are not 
saved, that they have never been 
converted. 

I close here Friday night. Mrs. 
Rice and Bud Lyles will drive 
home Friday. I will come over- 
night on the train or plane prob- 
ably from Des Moines. Then a 
hard day’s work in the office Sat- 
urday; Saturday night I fly to In- 
dianapolis for services in the In- 
dianapolis Baptist Temple, then 
with Brother Kilpatrick in anoth- 
er great church nearby on Sunday

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Must This Missionary Soul-

It is midsummer. Vacation time 
is on. It is good for workers and 
families to get some time away 
from the job, see some new coun- 
try, have some unusual recreation. 
But should we let the work of 
Sword of the Lord Foundation 
suffer at vacation time?

Castro’s Tractors 
An editorial in the St. Lowis 
Globe-Democrat, entitled, ‘“Com- 
promise of Evil,” sums up so ef- 


fectively the wickedness of the 
proposed tractor-prisoner ex- 
change with Fidel Castro that I

here. The editorial said: 

“The proposal to ‘ransom’ the 
1.200 Cuban prisoners Castro is 
holding, by payment of 500 heavy- 
type tractors, is one of the most 


deceitful and dishonest plans ever 


presented to the American people. 

“NO one can be unsympathetic 
to the plight of a prisoner of war. 
From the beginning of time, sol- 
diers have been captured and their 
families, friends and supporters 
have grieved for them. 

“The 
holds 


prisoners whom Castro 
are prisoners of war—no 
more, no less—and should be 
treated in accordance with the 
Geneva Convention covering such 
subjects. If they are mistreated 
or killed, Castro has added still 
another bloody spot to an already 
shameful record for which he ulti- 
mately must answer to world 
opinion. 

“If we were to yield to Castro’s 
blackmail—he calls it indemnity— 
we would be setting a precedent 
so weak-kneed and pusillanimous 
that we would be subject to end- 
less additional blackmail. 


“Castro then would have am- 
ple basis for making a career of 
filling his needs by simply hold- 
ing a gun at the head of some 
hapless person within his grasp— 
American, Cuban, or otherwise. 

“The game could go on and on 
as long as United States citizens 
had the colossal stupidity to com- 
promise with evil, and as long as 
the Kennedy Administration put 
up with this preposterous scheme. 


“The President, who shares 
great blame in the Cuban fiasco 
by the incredible ineptitude with 
which he has handled the entire 
matter, should not compound his 
failures by permitting this illegal 
negotiation with the Cuban re- 
gime, which only last week was 
officially branded a Communist 
state by his Administration and 
placed beyond the pale of civi- 
lized nations. 


“Blackmail feeds on success. To 
compromise once wiil encourage 
continuing and voracious demands 
until a halt is finally called. 

“The Cuban prisoners’ are 
worthy of our sympathy only be- 
cause they are in their present 
circumstance due to the abject 
failure of President Kennedy and 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 

“As soldiers, they gave the 
worst possible account of them- 
selves. They waded ashore and 
surrendered like sheep being led 
into the pens. Of the ‘invading 
force,’ only 36 were killed or 
wounded, and 1,200 meekly sur- 
rendered. 

“Unlike the Hungarian Freedom 
Fighters, the only inclination they 
showed to fight for their home- 
land was ‘to set off in the first 
place. If the world’s sympathy 
were to be lavished on anyone— 
and it must never yield to black-

mail—it should rather go to those 
who gave a far better account of 
themselves than the Cubans. 


“The heavy tractors Castro de- 
mands—like the scrap steel which 
the United States to its shame, 
sent in such huge quantities to 
Japan when war was imminent— 
might well come back to us in 
substantially the same form of the 
pre-Pearl Harbor scrap, in that 
these heavy tractors could be used 
for launching pads for intermedi- 
ate-range missiles pointed against 
this country. 

“What a mockery of justice it 


is even to consider yielding to 


blackmail in the first place, and 
building up a potential enemy’s 


warmaking capacity which might 
be used against this nation! 

“It is not surprising to see Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, that inveterate 
fuzzy-thinking do-gooder, engaged 
in a scheme of this sort. She has 
been meddling in things which 
are not in her proper province al- 
most from the moment her hus- 
band went into the White House, 
including her incessant efforts to 
keep the Communist leader, Harry 
Bridges, beyond the toils of the 
law during the American war ef- 
fort, and many other similar ac- 
tions, a few of which ever have 
contributed to the strength of 
America. 


“Associated with her—unsur- 
prisingly—is Walter Reuther, 
whose Socialist concepts gradually 
seem to be lapsing into a com- 
munity of spirit with the enemies 
of freedom, and Dr. Milton FEisen- 
hower, brother of the former 
President, whose counsel, fortun- 
ately, was not always accepted 
during the latter’s presidency. 

“Their plan deserves no sup< 
port from the American people, 
even from those whose prayers 
and concern are with any human 
being in adversity. This blackmail 
can do nothing but worsen an al- 
ready disastrously bad situation in 
Cuba and throughout the world. 

“The President, under the pro- 
visions of the law forbidding traf- 
fic with the enemy, should act 
for once with cold decision and 
prevent it.” 

The principles stated above hold 
true in any compromise no mat- 
ter whether it deals with Castro 
and his tractors, or whether it 
deals with evangelism and ecu- 
menicalism, or with fundamental-« 
ism and modernism. Compromise 
always leads to corruption and 
grief. The biblical plan of separa- 
tion and purity is the only plan

noble, that when I asked him if 
he were a Christian and he said, 
‘No,’ but promised that he would 
join any church I belonged to if 
I would only marry him, I was 
foolish enough to think I could 
win him after we were married. 
He went to church with me until 
two weeks after we were mar- 
ried and then said, ‘I am through 
with this religious sham; nothing 
more of it for me. If you must 
go on with it, you go your way 
and I will go mine.’ I have had 
to go my way ever since. But that 
was not the worst, for when the 
children came, I wanted to bring 
them up for God, but my husband, 
who had been reading infidel lit- 
erature and was getting farther 
and farther away from the faith 
of his old mother, said, ‘No, these 
children will never be brought up 
in religious superstition, and I 
have had to see them taken off 
to the world when I wanted them 
for God. Now every one of the six 
of them is utterly opposed to the 
Gospel that means so much _ to 
me.” 


The unequal yoke in marriage! 
What a serious thing it is. “But,” 
you say, “my circumstances are 
such ‘that I am unequally yoked 
with an unbeliever.” There is only 
one thing for you to do now, and 
that is to go to God, and if you 
made the mistake of disobeying 
His Word, confess your sin and 
look to Him in grace to come in 
and help you so to live that you 
may win that one to Christ. But 
if, on the other hand, you have 
been won for Christ since you 
were so yoked, the Word of God 
says, “For what knowest thou, O 
wife, whether thou shalt save thy 
husband? or how knowest thou, 
© man, whether thou shalt save 
thy wife?” (I Cor. 7:16). Live for 
God in the home in such a way 
that the other partner will realize 
that there is something genuine 
about your life’s testimony. 


We read in I Peter 3 that the 
Christian wife is bidden so to live 
before the husband that “If any 
obey not the word, they also may 
without the word be won by the 
conversation of the wives.” There 
are two different ideas here. “If 
any obey not the word | the Bible| 
they also may without the word 
‘literally without a word, or to 
put it clearly, that they may with- 
out nagging| be won by the be- 
havior of the wives.” The unsaved 
husband will not stand for a con- 
stant nagging at him; that is not 
helping him. Instead of scolding 
him about his ungodly ways, go 
to God in prayer and live such a 
sweet life before him that he will 
be attracted to your Saviour. 

A little Christian woman said to 
me once, “You know I can’t un- 
derstand how it is that I can't 
seem to get John to be a Chris- 
tian. I am at him all the time. 
He never comes in but what I am 
telling him, ‘John, you ought to 
be ashamed of yourself. You are 
going straight to Hell and taking 
the children with you.’ But he 
only gets mad.” 

“IT don’t blame him,” I said, “TI 
would, too.” 

Often when you cannot win 
them by speech, you can by your 
life. 

But this unequal yoke not only 
refers to the marriage relationship 
but to a great many other rela- 
tionships. A Christian business 
man said to me some time ago, “I 
have a splendid opportunity to go 
into business with a man who is 
working in the same firm with 
me and, you know, I would be 
glad to but for one Scripture, ‘Be 
ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers.’ ”’ 

I said, “May God grant that 
you will never weaken, for right 
there is where many a child of 
God has lost out completely.” You 
find that the other partner with 
his different standards can do 
many things that you, if you are 
a real Christian, cannot do. Don’t 
you see, there will be constant 
friction; you will feel that yoke 
wearing on the shoulders and gall- 
ing about the neck. 


Fraternal Orders 


Then there are all kinds of fra- 
ternal relationships. I have been 
preaching the Gospel for forty 
years and I know how to give 
people a good hearty Christian 
erasp of the hand, but I do not 
know how to give them any of 
these fancy handshakes, and this 
is the Scripture that has kept 
me from learning them: ‘‘Where- 
fore come out from among them. 
and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 


and touch not the unclean thing.” 
They say, “But Mr. Ironside, your 
influence would be greatly extend- 
ed if you would only become a 
member of such a fraternal or- 
ganization.” 


I say, “Are they all Christians?” 
- “No,” they answer, “but they 
are good fellows.” 

“But my Book says, ‘Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers.’ ”’ 

“Well, but you know, if you 
would only join and come and be a 
Lion or a Tiger or a Vulture or 


something, it would help you 
greatly in your work.” 
“But,” I say, “are all these

of the Lord Jesus Christ?” 
There are my orders; my in- 
structions are in the Book—‘‘Come 
out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing.” 
That keeps me out. They come 
and shake hands and do the funny 
little things in my hand, and I 
say, “Brother, I don’t know what 
it is all about, but I know the 
Lord Jesus Christ as my Saviour. 
I belong to the G. A. R., the Grand 
Army of the Redeemed, and every 
believer is a member of that.” 


Mixed Church Membership 


It is quite possible to enter into 
an unequal yoke even in church 
fellowship, and that is one of the 
greatest blunders of all. The Lord 
Jesus Christ never intended the 
church of God to be a body of 
saved and unsaved people. It was 
the masterpiece of the Devil to 
bring them into church fellowship 
without having been born again. 
When the church extended its bor- 
ders to take in people before they 
yielded to the Lord, it made a 
great mistake—‘“Thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art 
dead” (Rev. 3:1). Members of a 
Christian church, bearing’ the 
name of Christ, supposedly having 
eternal life, and yet dead in their 
sins! In the Epistle of Jude, the 
apostle speaks of a certain people 
tuice dead. “But,” you say, “how 
can that be?” In Ephesians 2:1] 
we read they are “dead in tres- 
passes and sins”; that is, the na- 
tural man away from God. But in 
the second place, according to 
Revelation 3, we read, “Thou hast 
a name that thou livest, and art 
dead,” dead in a false Christian 
profession, and that is the most 
serious thing of all. 

It is these unconverted people 
within the professed church of 
Christ who are responsible for 
the spread of apostasy in the 
church of God today. Of course, 
they are not satisfied with the 
old Gospel, with carrying on 
things in the way that the fa- 
thers whose one object was the 
honoring of Christ and the bless- 
ing of souls, did, and so they want 
to please the natural man. But it 
is not the business of the Spirit of 
God to please the natural man; 
it is His work to show the natural 
man that he is lost, ruined, and 
undone, and you are not going to 
help him by yoking up with him 
in church fellowship. 

“What communion hath light 
with darkness?” If you are a 
Christian, you are a child of the 
light. “But,” some say, “if we can 
only get these unconverted folk 
into the church, they will be 
saved.” I never heard of any one 
introducing a few rotten apples 
into a barrel of good ones to make 
them all good. 

A little boy one day brought 
home some linnets, put them in 
cages, and hung them on either 
side of the canary cage, explain- 
ing to his mother that by so doing 
they would hear the canary sing 
and in trying to imitate it they 
would learn to sing like the ca- 
nary. The mother was too wise 
to argue with him and so said 
nothing. A few hours later the 
boy and the mother came into the 
house and suddenly the boy ex- 
claimed, “O Mother, listen, our 
canary is cheeping like a linnet!” 
It was not long until the canary 
lost its own song and began to 
imitate the linnets. 

In the church of God the 
equal yoke never--improves 
worldling. To get him into the 
church, mix the saved with the 
unsaved, causes the church to de- 
teriorate. Therefore, there should 
be a careful testing of all who 
seek fellowship with the Lord’s 
neople to find if they have ever 
heen born again and whether thev 
are seeking to walk in accordance 


un- 
the 


with God’s Holy Word. 


When the people of Israel came 
out of Egypt, there was a mixed 
multitude with them who had 
never been redeemed by blood, but 
they said, “We will go with you 
up to the land of Canaan.” These 
people were a constant source of 
trouble; they fell to lusting and 
their murmurings affected the 
people of Israel until they said, 
“We are getting so tired of this 
manna; there is nothing to eat but 
manna.” The manna was a type 
of Christ, and they were really 
saying, “Nothing but Christ to 
feed on! We remember the cu- 
cumbers, and the melons, and the 
leeks, and the onions, and the gar- 
lick which we had in Egypt.” Yes, 
their memory was long on some 
things but very short on others. 
You do not hear them saying, “We 
remember the taskmaster’s whip, 
the brick making without straw.” 
No, they had forgotten about 
these things. 


Cucumbers and melons! Poor 
things to build a physical consti- 
tution. A little bit of melon or 
cucumber is good, but imagine a 
man living on them. The manna 
was upbuilding, edifying, but the 
other was like the world’s litera- 
ture, a little bit of it goes a long 
way. But this Book can be fed on 
three times a day. 


The onions and garlick and leek, 
you know, cannot be eaten in se- 
cret without smelling of them in 
public. They are all alike in that 
they leave their odor behind them. 
They are like those worldly plea- 
sures in which a Christian may 
think he can indulge in private 
and no one will know anything 
about them. He spends his eve- 
nings in worldly amusements and 
then on Sunday looks so pious and 
good, but anybody with spiritual 
discernment knows there is some- 
thing wrong; they get the stench 
of the world on his breath, they 


realize that he has not lived for 
God in secret. The mixed multi- 
tude will ruin any testimony for 
God. We are the children of light; 
we can go to man in the darkness 
with the Gospel but the Word 
says, “Have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, 
but rather reprove them” (Eph. 
5:11). 


“What concord hath Christ 
with Belial?” Belial means worth- 
lessness; it is a fancy name for 
the Devil. What concord hath the 
worthy One with the worthless 
one, with Satan? You are either 
a servant of Christ or a servant of 
Belial, and there can be no com- 
mon ground until you turn away 
from Satan and his service and 
receive the Lord Jesus Christ as 
your own Saviour. 


True to the Word of God 


“What part hath he that be- 
lieveth with an infidel?” A young 
man asked a young lady to marry 
him, and she quoted this Scrip- 
ture and said, “I cannot; I must 
be true to the Word of God; as 
long as you are where you are I 
cannot marry you, for Scripture 
says, ‘What part hath he that be- 
lieveth with an infidel?’” 


“Why,” he said, as he sprang 
to his feet, “are you trying to 
insult me? I believe in a God and 
I believe the Bible is the Word of 
God.” 

“Oh,” she said, “but the word 
translated infidel is simply the 
negative for believer—what part 
hath a believer with an unbeliev- 
er?” 

Then, again, we read, “What 
agreement hath the temple of God 
with idols?” He dwells in us by 
His Holy Spirit, and can you think 
to glorify God by going on in fel- 
lowship with that which brings 
dishonor upon His name? So the 
command comes, “Come out from 
among them and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the

perately to each other. After a 
furious ride and many perilous 
experiences, the wind suddenly 
ceased, and lo, they found them- 
selves on the ground now occupied 
by Detroit, Michigan. After a few 
years of quietude, they got over 
their fright and settled in their 
new home and went to work. The 
grains of sand exploded and made 
more grains of sand; the bits of 
rubber blew up and made more 
bits of rubber; the wee particles 
of steel popped open and formed 
other particles of steel. In fact, 
every little particle produced more 
of its kind, until today a mar- 
velous factory stands at that 
location. : 


There are great buildings 
thousands of men; there 
wheels and pulleys, drills and 
punches; there are cutters and 
clippers, large belts and small 
belts; there are noisy big hammers 
and purring little motors, seething 
hot furnaces, and great throbbing 
engines. There is smoke and dust, 
smell and shavings; there is noise 
and sweat, gas and fumes; there 
is oil and grease, power and push. 


At one end of this throbbing 
industry are train loads of coal, 
car loads of steel and truck loads 
of rubber. At the other end are 
Ford automobiles, fully equipped 
and leaving under their own 
power. 

Of course some may doubt this 
story and inform us that the fac- 
tory is the result of great intel- 
ligence, but those who are more 
evolutionary-minded know full 
well that it is the product of the 
evolution of that single grain of 
sand.

The Little Cousin 


Marvelous as has been the his- 
tory of that grain of sand, it is 
not so wonderful as the history of 
its little cousin who was washed 
ashore just three days later. This 
little cousin also basked in the 
sunshine for many ages, when 
suddenly an unbelievable thing 
took place. Without outside help 
and with no warning whatever, it 
suddenly exploded, and lo, there 
were two bits of jelly. A few cen- 
turies later these two bits of jelly 
blew up and there was more jelly. 
The same process was repeated 
until there was quite a bit of 
jelly. 

The wonder of the ages then 
took place. No one has been able 
to explain it, but everyone knows 
that it happened, because the 
evolutionists say so. When these 
little particles of protoplasm ex- 
ploded, they were no longer jelly 
but little living cells of flesh. Ages 
passed, and some of these cells 
got tired of making cells just like 
all other cells, so one made liver 
cells; another made brain cells, 
while others specialized in bone 
cells, muscle, and all the other 
kinds of cells in the human body. 


Two Marvelous Factories 


Four hundred millions of years 
have passed since those two grains 
of sand were washed ashore, but 
they have been busy years and 
great changes have taken place. 
In Detroit there is a marvelous 
factory, capable of making Ford 
cars. But marvelous as has been 
that grain of sand, it is as nothing 
when compared with the progress 
of its little cousin, for Mr. Ford’s 
own body is a factory a thousand 
times more complicated than the 
factory that produces automobiles. 


His body is composed of billions 
of little living cells, so wonderfully 
tempered together as to produce 
heat, sustain life and render in- 
telligent decisions. Of course some 
of the more ignorant will contend 
that since the factory that pro- 
duces automobiles is said to be 
the result of great intelligence, 
surely the factory in which Mr. 
Ford dwells must be the product 
of a Master mind. But many who 
are more scientifically minded 
have proved to their own Satis- 
faction that although it is im- 
possible to believe that the factory 
could be the result of chance, yet 
his body can be explained in no 
other way than by evolution. 

This seems very reasonable to 
them, for since they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, 
God kas given them over to a 
reprobate mind to believe things 
that are not convenient, and al- 


though they profess to be wise, yet 
in fact they have become fools, 
and their foolish hearts are dark- 
ened (Rom. 1:21-28). 


If Mr. Ford’s factory could come 
into existence only through great 
intellects, how did his body, which 
is a thousand times more com- 
plicated, find its place in life? 


The Human Factory 

The human body is a factory of 
marvelous complications. There is 
a wonderful system of transporta- 
tion and many other systems so 
perfectly tempered together, that 
to disturb one may cause the 
others to cease operations. High- 
ways running through the entire 
structure are really great avenues 
of commerce, where thousands of 
men with little red wheelbarrows 
are constantly at work carrying 
the needed supplies to the remote 
regions of the body. 


These men go to the lungs and 
load up their wheelbarrows with 
oxygen and hurry away to the 
liver, the kidneys, or to the feet. 
There they dump their load of 
oxygen and load on carbon, dioxide, 
and run back to the lungs. These 
red corpuscles work day and night 
so quietly that no sound is heard 
and so constantly that they never 
stop to rest. 


The Brick Factory 


I one time visited a brick fac- 
tory. Great chunks of clay had 
been cut out of the earth. They 
were then placed on a conveyor 
belt and run under two big grinder 
wheels, while a small stream of 
water was moistening the grind- 
ing process. After the clay was 
ground and mixed with water, it 
passed on over conveyor belts into 
the press where it was formed into 
bricks. If that brick factory was 
produced by great minds, how 
can our body be the result of mere 
chance when it works on much 
the same principle, only a thou- 
sand times more complicated and 
so smoothly as to produce no 
noise? 


The Piece of Bread 

A piece of bread is carried by 
the hands to the mouth. That 
alone is marvelous when we con- 
sider the many motors that must 
be brought into operation. The 
bread is placed between the set 
of knives in the forepart of the 
mouth and a switch is thrown. The 
motors quickly work and a piece 
of bread is cut off and falls back 
upon the conveyor. The bread is 
then taken over to the two big 
grinders in the side of the mouth, 
where it is ground “thoroughly, 
while some men with hose are 
standing nearby and _e spraying 
Saliva upon the grinding process. 

Finally the bread is ground and 
ready to pass on. A man tele- 
phones to the brain, “Load ready 
for the stomach.” The bread must 
go tarough the throat and pass 
a fork in the road where one path 
leads to the stomach and the other 
to the lungs. A message is then 
sent to the motors, or muscles 
between the ribs to “Hold.” This 


stops the breathing process. Then 3 


a message is sent to the man 


at the switch in the throat and} 


he flips the epiglottis over and 
covers the route to the lungs. 
Next a message is sent to the 
conveyor. “Way clear to _ thé 


stomach.” Immediately the tongue |; 


acts and soon the load is in the 
stomach where other men will 
spray other liquids upon it, and 
make building material to be ship- 
ped over the entire body. Some- 
times, however, the man’ at the 
switch has been up too late the 
night before and is sleepy, or for 
some other reason he does not get 
the switch thrown in time, and 
we begin to cough while someone 
hits us on the back and says we 
got something in our “Sunday 
throat.” 


The Accident 


A person may cut his foot on 
a piece of glass. A message is 
flashed to the brain, “Leak down 
here.” Thousands of men _ are 
rushed to the place with sand bags 
to stop the leak, while others 
begin to repair the broken parts. 


A man, working about the barn, 
scratches his hand on a harness 
buckle. Several thousand germs 
jump off the buckle and stay in 
the wound. Immediately Mr. Germ 
begins to have big families, but 
the watchmen of the body never 
sleep and as soon as they ar’ 
aware of the intruder, they send 


out a call for volunteers. Thou- 
sands of soldiers are rushed to the 
scene and the battle begins. 


If the body is strong and 
healthy, Mr. Germ will soon be 
destroyed, and the owner of the 
hand will look down in a few days 
and say, “Well, that scratch is 
healed.” But if his body is not 
strong enough to overcome Mr. 


‘Germ, the man’s neighbors will 


come to the home and endeavor to 
comfort his wife, while the home 
paper will carry a few lines of 
announcement concerning his 
death by lockjaw. 


Certainly, “I will praise thee: 
for I am fearfully and wonderfully 
made,” 


How Evolution Works 


Many hundreds of millions of 
years ago there was nothing but 
empty space. Then one day noth- 
ing exploded into something and 
filled all space with fire-mist 
(whatever that is). More millions 
of years passed and this fire-mist 
began to spin. Faster and faster 
it whirled until sparks began to 
fly off. One of these sparks cooled 
off and became our earth. 


More millions of years passed 
(of course there was no sun to 
make years), and the moisture 
condensed enough to make rain. 
Then it rained and rained and 
rained, Then one cool, dark, damp 
day a little piece of jelly was 
washed ashore. Of course most 
jelly would soon decay and pass 
away, but not this jelly, for as 
the thousands of years rolled by, 
it developed legs and eyes and all 
the..other—parts-of-the body, and 
finally man emerged. 

Of course some _ evolutionists 
will assure us it did not happen 
this way, for most evolutionists 
cannot agree on details. But they 
do agree on one point: Our ma- 
terial universe came into existence 


by pure blind force and not by 
an all wise and all powerful God.

It is a 
most wonderful book, but on page 
40 we have a double page of man’s 
ancestors, up through evolution 
from the microscopic algae of over 
500 million years ago, and on up 
through the various ages when 
snails and starfish ruled the world. 
Then on to sharks, whales, mon- 
keys and lo, man appears. 


Contrary to Law 


We marvel that man _ would 
pride himself in such a system that 
is so contrary to natural law, 
for a lower form of life can no 
more lift itself into a higher 
realm, than a man can lift him- 
self by his own bootstraps. Left 
to itself, a wild rose will never 
become an American Beauty. But 
neglect an American Beauty and 
we will have a wild rose. Turn 
a high bred Poland China hog into 
the wild, and future generations 
will be razorbacks. No more can 
we expect millions of cells to 
collect and form a human body 
on their own power than to ex- 
pect a hand full of little cog 
wheels to take their place and 
make a watch that will tell time. | 


Verily, evolution--is- no dead 
issue, and since one cannot be a 
Christian and believe thoroughly 
in evolution, it is indeed a deadly 
issue. Christianity says we were | 
created on a high plane, that we | 
sinned and that we need a Saviour |

“We Were Bondmen!”’ 


After years of captivity in Babylon, the children of Israel were 
once again in their homeland. The walls were broken down, the temple 
had been looted, and the former glory was gone. But it was home, and 
they were free. ““We were bondmen!”" shouted Ezra, “yet our God hath 
not forsaken us in our bondage.” 

Once Absalom was banished from his father, King David. He had 
rebelled. He committed treason against the king of the land, and had 
fled for his life. But a wise old woman reminded David, as she pled for 
forgiveness for Absalom, “Neither doth God respect any person, yet 
doth he devise means, that his banished be not expelled from him” 
(II Sam. 14:14). 

God is holy, and because He is holy, He must hate and punish sin. 
We have rebelled against Him, and are bound in the cursed chains of 
sin. But there is something in the heart of God that yearns over sinners.

Him!” Now, he is the man that 
God uses on this day of Pentecost, 
and when Peter preached, three 
thousand souls were saved. 


Think also of the people. They 
came from everywhere. They were 
there—the preacher and the peo- 
ple. 

Then we consider Pentecost, as 
the Holy Spirit came down upon 
them and souls were convicted 
and souls were saved. 

But, now, as we think of the 
day that touched three thousand | 
hearts—what kind of hearts were | 
touched? 


I. Empty Hearts 


The people who heard the 
Apostle Peter came from every-! 
where, and surely there were 


many with empty hearts. These | 
were not there to be critical. They | 
were not there to find fault. In| 
Acts 2:8-11, we read: 

“And how hear we every man| 
in our own tongue, wherein we | 
were born? Parthians, and 
Medes, and Elamites, and the) 
dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judaea, and Cappadocia, in| 
Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and/ 
Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the 
parts of Libya about Cyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, Jews and 
proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, 
we do hear them speak in our 
tongues the wonderful works of 
God.” 


From so many places the people 
came, and surely there were many 
empty-hearted people. In a crowd 
of this size there would be many 
empty hearts. 

I preached a number of years 
ago in Cookeville, Tennessee. God 
gave us a wonderful revival, but 
one night a strange thing happen- 
ed. I had poured out my heart in 
the message and God blessed. 
Many were saved. When the serv- 
ice was all over, there was one big 
gawky fellow from the mountains 
who had come up to see me, who 
had expressed an interest in his 
soul. I took the young man to 
the pastor’s study. I took my 
Bible and gave him God’s plan 
of salvation. This poor country 
boy, dressed in overalls, a big 
fellow, much larger than I, listen- 
ed to me. He seemed so interested. 
He listened intently to what I 
was Saying. Finally, that big 
mountaineer said to me, “Listen, 
Mister, would you give me ten 
cents? I want to buy a bag of 


popcorn.” There I had been wit- 


nessing to him a long time—but 
witnessing to one who had an 
empty heart. Maybe the boy had 
no intelligence, I don’t know—but 
I give this illustration to get you 
to see something. On the day of 
Pentecost, among the thousands 
present, perhaps there were many 
like this one,.with empty hearts. 

In the tremendous crowd on the 
day of Pentecost, Peter was 
doubtless preaching to those with 


Ii. Curious Hearts 
There were those present, no 
doubt, who were wondering about 


this occasion—the curious hearts. 
We read in Acts 2:6, 7: 

when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came to- 
| gether, and were comfounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them 
speak in his own language. And 
they rere all amazed and nar - 


velled, saying one to another, Be- 
hold, are not all these which speak 
Galilaeans?” 


These people were confused. 
They were curious. They wondered 
what this was all about. They 
were confounded, because that 
every man heard them speak in 
his own language. 

We do not mind if people are 
curious. We do not mind if peo- 
ple like that come to our church. 
We do not-mind if they come be- 
cause of curiosity. Many times 
they come and then go away re- 
joicing. Folks come to church be- 
cause they love God, they love 
the Word of God, and they are 
trying to serve Him. : 

On this day of Pentecost there 
must have been some curious ones 
as we see by the Word. They were 
not enemies. They were not there 
to fight. They simply came with 
the great multitude, saying, 
“What meaneth this?” (vs. 12). 

We have spoken of empty hearts 
and curious hearts, and I would 
have you see another kind of heart 
present on this day. 


III. Wicked Hearts 

There were evil, antagonistic, 
sinful, and mocking hearts present. 
In verse 13 of Acts 2, we read, 

“Others mocking said, These 
men are full of new wine.” 

There were mocking hearts! 

We read in Jeremiah 17:9: “The 
heart-is deceitful above all things, 
and desperately wicked: who can 
know it?” 

Many with wicked hearts were 
present on the day of Pentecost. 


They were there to mock and 
ridicule the message of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. They were there to 
criticize that which might be done. 
Wicked hearts are selfish hearts, 
and the Bible says, “For all seek 
their own, and not the things of 
Christ.”’ 

Again, wicked hearts are stained 
hearts. They are bloody hearts, 
as the heart of Jezebel when she 
called for the death of Naboth; 
like the heart of Adolph Hitler in 
calling for the deaths of millions 
of Jews and Gentiles. 

On that day there were shrewd 
hearts, the shrewd hearts of those 
who came together, described by 
the Lord Jesus in Matthew 23:13: 
“But woe unto you, scribes. and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut 
up the kingdom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in your- 
selves, neither suffer ye them 
that are entering to go in.” 

The enemies of our Lord Jesus 
Christ had shrewd hearts. 

There were stony he 
that turned against 
refused to hear 
ll: we read:

Oh, watch yourself, my friend, 
if you find that you are getting 
a hard, stony heart; if you are 
not moved by the need of someone 
else; if you do not have compas- 
sion for others; if somehow you 
are never stirred and you never 
get excited by the thought of 
helping others. I know some people 
who never help anyone. I know 
some folks who never shed a.tear. 
Their hearts are hard and stony. 

There were wicked hearts! All 
the wickedness of Satan filled 
their hearts and they were there 
on this vccasion. Empty hearts, 
curious hearts, and wicked hearts 
—you see them all on the day 
of Pentecost. This day when the 
Gospel was given out, this day 
when Simon Peter stood and 
preached, people stood and 
mocked, saying, “These men are 
filled with new wine.” They ac- 
cused these Christians, Simon Pet- 
er, and the others, of being drunk!

Men are not changed by joining 
a church. A man is not changed 
by being baptized. A man is not 
changed by turning over a new 
leaf.

This is our message. This is 
the message of the Son of God. 
When the people listened to the} 
message of Jesus on the day of 
Pentecost, they received Jesus 
Christ as Saviour—three thousand 
were saved and followed Him in 


believer's baptism. 


Listen again: Three thousang 
were saved, not only by hearing, 
but by responding to the Gospel. 
They not only heard, but they| 
responded. “So then faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the 


word of God” (Rom. 10:17). These 
folks said, “We take Jesus Christ 
as our Saviour.” Before the an- 
tagonistic and wicked and vile 
crowd they came out on the side 
of our Lord Jesus. Fearful Chris- 
tians, get this: Some of you are 
afraid. Some of you are afraid 
to be baptized. Some are afraid 
to live for God like He wants you 
to live. Some are afraid to testify 
before others in your business, 
in your school life. Here on the 
day of Pentecost, with all the 
multitudes around, great hosts of 
people, three thousand came out. 
They accepted Christ; they knew 
Him as Savyrour. 

Again, three thousand were 
changed by the power of the Gos- 
pel. Simon Peter could not change 
anybody. The rest of the apostles 
could not change anybody. All of 
the one hundred twenty could not 
change one soul, but the power 
of the Gospel changed three thou- 
sand. No wonder Paul could Say, 
“For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ; for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek” 
(Rom. 1:16). 


I never get over marvelling at 
God’s power in saving souls and 
changing lives. If a man will just 
put himself under the hand of 
God, if a man will just let God 
have His way with him, then God 
will do the rest. The Gospel has 
the power to change. 

If you are the same as you have 
always been, you have never been 
saved. If you are not changed, 
if you are not different from the 
world, you have never been saved. 
The man who is saved is a changed 
man. Listen to His Word: ‘“There- 
fore if any man be in Christ, he 
is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are 
become new” (II Cor. 5:17). 

These new Christians followed 
Christ in open identification of 
themselves with our blessed Lord. 
They took their stand! They said, 
“We believe Him.” Others may{ 
have laughed, others may have 
criticized, some may have said, 
“You are fools!” but they said, 
“We believe, and because we be- 
lieve, we are coming to follow 
Christ in baptism and take an 
open stand for Jesus Christ.” They 
received Him and three thousand 
hearts were changed on that mo- 
mentous day. 

Listen, dear one, to these words 
in Romans 10:9, 10: 

“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salva- 
tion.” 

The second that you repent of 
your sins and believe in Christ 
with your heart (head knowledge, 
no—the devil has that—it must 
be with the heart), that very sec- 
ond you will be saved. You may 
say, “I do not understand it.” 
Neither did I understand it when I 
was saved, but I knew I was 
saved. I was just a boy in high 
school, but I knew beyond all 
shadow of a doubt that I was 
saved, and through all these years 
I have had no doubts about it. I 
know that Christ is my Saviour! 
You can know that He is your Sav- 
iour. If you have any doubt about 


———— 


the fact of Jesus being your Savy- 
iour, then, in this moment, repent 
of your sin, receive Christ, and con- 
fess Him openly. Join the com- 
pany of the three thousand who 
were touched by the Gospel on 
the day of Pentecost and took 
their stand for Jesus Christ. 


The three thousand whose 
hearts were touched were not 
ashamed of the Lord Jesus. Are 
you ashamed of Him? You might 
be if the Devil speaks to you. You 
might say, “I don’t know where 
I stand,’ and the Devil might 
tempt you to wait a while, to put 
off confessing Christ. 

Now, let me ask some questions: 
Among the three thousand who 
were saved, were there any chil- 
dren? Il am quite sure there were. 

On the day that three thousand 
were saved, did all of them have 
the whole Bible in their hands? 
No. They had the Old Testament, 
and they had the Gospel. They had 


the words of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as given by Simon Peter 
and that’s all. Many doubtless 


heard for the first time, and they 
were saved on that first occasion. 
They came to Jesus Christ. They 
accepted Him as Saviour. That 
is the day that hearts were chang- 
ed, when three thousand came to 
our blessed Lord. 

As we come to the invitation, I 
wonder if you are saying, “I have 
never been saved, I have never 
been converted, I am not a child 
of God.” Oh, sinner friend, I am 
talking to you about your eternal 
soul. You can be saved. You can 
be saved now! You can know that 
Jesus is your Saviour. I pray that 
you will take Him now, that your 
soul will be saved as the three 
thousand were saved on the day 
of Pentecost. Won’t you confess 
Christ with your mouth and be- 
lieve in your heart that He is the 
Saviour? Will you come to Him 
now?

geome derision and trouble and it 
may be even persecution. Some- 
times the hardest persecution one 
can have can be the sneer of an 
enemy, or the laugh of a friend.

I have a letter just today from 
‘g mathematics teacher in high 
school. She has been in the same 
position year after year. She has 
good training, with Master of Arts 
Decree, and has been very useful 
and done good work, but the 
superintendent has told her that 
next year she must look for an- 
other job. Why? Because privately 
she has talked to individuals about 
Christ, not on school time, She 
has talked to many, so they say 
she is a fanatic and must look 
for another job. Well, Christians 
mus* face misunderstanding. 


The Compassion Burning in 
Jeremiah’s Heart 

What was this fire in Jeremiah’s 
bones? What is. this fire he 
couldn’t get away from? He could 
mot be silent, first, because of the 
compassion in his heart, and the 
burden. Here are his people Israel. 
Here is beautiful Jerusalem, the 
holy city, the city of God, the 
city where is that temple, where 
the shekinah glory of God had 
dwelt so long. It is the city of 
David. Here it is built on the 
place where Isaac was offered as 
a sacrifice before God told Abra- 
ham not to kill him. This beautiful 
city is to be destroyed. The armies 
of Nebuchadrezzar already are 
gathering around the city, and it 


will be beseiged and mothers will 
cook their little children to eat 
them. Faces will grow pale and 
wan and wrinkled with the famine. 
After awhile there will be nothing 
to do but give it up. Jeremiah sees 
the multitude of people killed and 
the princes brought out and slain 
before their fathers, the king’s 
eyes put out, then the temple 
torn down and the holy vessels 
carried away. And Jeremiah can- 
not help but warn the people out 
of a holy compassion in his heart 
and out of his burden for his peo- 
ple, of the impending ruin and 
danger on the people. 

Another thing, Jeremiah surely 
had an anointing of the Spirit of 
God, the breath of God upon him. 
How can anybody preach accept- 
ably or teach a Sunday School 
class, or do personal soul winning 
unless there is the power of God 
upon him? Jeremiah had that, and 
so he must speak. 

There are preachers who preach 
only when they are paid. That is 
strange. One time a man came to 
me and said, “Brother Rice, I 
don’t have any work.” 

I said, “Well, that is too bad. 
I know school houses where you 
can go and start revivals. I know 
of empty churches where you can 
preach.” I said, “I go to the jail 
every week. You could go with 
us and preach in the jail. And 
there are street corners in the city 
where we can have regular serv- 
ices.” “Oh,” he said, “I didn’t 
mean that. I mean I don’t have 
any work that pays me a regular 
salary.” 


To Serve God Without Holy 
Spirit Fire Is an Abomination 

Now it is not wrong for a 
preacher to have a regular salary, 
but oh, that any preacher should 


say, “I don’t have work,” when the 
world is dead in trespasses and 
when the curse of God is on a 
civilization that seems doomed, 
and headed headlong into the 
judgment of God; when the state 
of the world and the decline in 
morals and the rise of false 
ideologies, and when the_ break- 
down of all the old-time virtues 
makes honest men, good men, 
not even Christians perhaps, but 
makes honest, good men fright- 
ened and trembling at the future 
of our country. I say, How can a 
man ever say that there is no 
work to be done? I don’t wonder 
that the Lord Jesus looked and 
said, “The fields are white already 
to harvest.” And He looked on 
the people, the multitude, and had 
compassion on them for they were 
as sheep without a shepherd. 


What about all these preachers 
who simply go through a routine? 
They pray a little prayer on Sun- 
day, “the morning prayer” which 
is pretty well cut and dried. It is 
not much of a prayer. It is a 
little sermonette. The words are 
very nice and orthodox but there 
is mo passion, no burden, no tears. 
What about the preaching that 
doesn’t call men to repentance, or 
warn people of judgment, or 
threaten people with the death 
that comes hard apace upon all 
of us? What about all the Sunday 
School teachers who go through 
the little rigamarole of a lesson, 
teach it from the quarterly, but 
do not weep over sinners? 


I remember so well as an eight- 
year-old boy when a dear old 
Sunday School teacher, with 
trembling lips, said, “You children, 
I pray for you by name every 
day. I will never give you up. I 
will pray for you till the last one 
of you finds Christ and is saved.” 


Oh, I am anxious to meet that 
old saint in Heaven. 


Isn't it strange that anybody 
should take as a routine matter 
the thing of serving God? Jere- 
miah had such a fire in his bones. 
And we need to beware. There 
were Nadab and Abihu, those sons 
of Aaron anointed to be priests, 
who started out in the holy busi- 
ness of going through those rites 
of the sacrifices. The blood would 
picture the blood of the coming 
Saviour, and the fire would pic- 
ture the judgment of God on sin, 
and so they were anointed and 
they were told, “Now bring the 
sacrifices, and the altar is pre- 
pared. But bring no fire of your 
own. God must furnish the fire. 
There must be a miraculous, su- 
pernatural manifestation that in- 
volves God.” They thought, “That 
doesn’t matter too much.’ So they 
got shovels, I suppose, and 
brought coals of fire from the 
campfire, and perhaps they fanned 
it and put on some weeds or 
chips and built a fire, And God 
struck both of them dead because 
He does not want a religion, God 
does not want. a preaching, God 
does not want church services, 
God does not want the kind of 
worship that means only what 
man can do. 

Cain brought his offerings and 
it had no blood. God does not 
Want any service that doesn’t
